SAN ERANCISCO 一 Im an 
attempt to reform the nation's health 
care System and to lower health care 
costs, President Reagan has prOposed 
that the elderly pay a larger share of 
their medical fees and that employer 
payments into employee _ health 
insurance funds be taxed.， But 
community health care Providers 
have raised serious questions abonut 


the effectiveness of these proposals. 


The suggestion to have the elderly 
pay more of their own hospital fees 
has drawn the most criticism. UndeT 
the Reagan Plan the elderly would 
have to pay a Specified fee, such as 
$25 to $30 a day, for hospital care， 


uptoasmaximum of $2.500. After ， 
Paying upto this limit， the patient 


Would receive govermment funds for 
any further hospital costs 
MIXED 

Dr. Rolland Lowe,， vice chair of 
the board at;Chinese Hospital and 
former president of the SE Medical 
Society，said he had very mixed 
feelings about the proposals. He was 
Very critical of the one in which the 
elderly would have to pay a part of

This is aparticularly acute danger 
in requiring: the elderly to pay a 
portion of their hospitalization costs， 
she warned. “When you have to be 
hospitalized, = you ， have to be 
hospitalized,”she said，and under 
the Reagan plan, Some elderly may 
not be able to pay their share of the 
hospitalization costs . 

“They:llhave to goto SF General 
Hospital (where SFE provides health 
care for the indigent),， predicted 
Wong. “It's forcing the elderly to go 
to the county hospital.” 

Anni Chung, executive director of 
Self Help forrthe Elderly，stressed 
thatmany elderly simply do not have 
the money to pay for even a Darr of 
their hospitalization costs. “By 
charging the elderly a Specific fee， 
youre asking them not to go to the 
hospital,，” she asserted. 

“The average income of :Self 
Help's clients is $5,500. (By asking 
the elderly to pay up to $2,500 for 
hospitalization) you:re asking them 
to spend almost 5096 oftheir income 
on health care， Most are_ already 
Spending about 409%6 on rent, so how 
are they going to _ jlive7” queried 
Chung.“This whole policy is going 
to limlt the elderly"s access to health 
Carei

But，she countered，sometimes 
Visits to the doctor about “little aches 
and pains” help ward off more 
serious 一 and costly 一 illnesses 
later. Furthermore, she charged, the 
Solution is not to compel the eldelry 
to Spend thelr often meager Savings. 

“These amounts ($25 to $30 a 
day) are enormous amounts to many 
of the elderly,” asserted Ansak. 
”The administration wants them to 
“Spend down and become poor 
before the government will pay for 
their health care. 

"Instead,， reforms Should “be 
focused on Preventative health care 
and on greater Support Systems for 
the elderly,” rather than on what 


the administration'"S ， 


Systems for the elderly would give 
them people to visit and Soclalize 
with other than doctors. Preventive 
health care could often eliminate the 
need _ for hospitalization itself， 
according to Ansak. 

These_ community leaders were 
also unhappy with Reagan's 
proposal to _ tax employer health 
funds. Lowe recognzied that there 
are employers who want to offer 
“Cadillac Plans” to their 
employees and that the Reagan 
Proposals would encourage them to 
reduce their coverage of employeesS. 

But，Lowe predicted，employees 
would Simply buy Supplemental 
inSurance ”and the exceSSive 
coverage Reagan feels 1S driving 
health costs up would still exist， 


Chung was also _ critical of

“Coping with Cancer” consists 
primarily ofinterviews with the three 
women and their family and friends， 
explained Chen, noting that one of 
the topics in which she has a 
particular interest is cancer. 

“In the beginning of the program， 
We talk about Chinese people, The 
imortality rate is higher for them， 
but,” she added， “the reported 
incidence rate is lower than in the 
general population， IIhere is 
definitely SOmething WIOong，but we 
don't know what.” 、 

She ， identified two possible 

， explanations for the statistical 
idiscrepancy.“People may not know 
about cancer So there is no early 
Pdetection; of they may be afraid of 
the disease”and unwilling to admit 
toit, she suggested. 

STRANGE 

“In the general public，and the 
Asian populationy there are strange 
conceptions about cancer and what 
may cause it, according to Chen who 
spent about Six months researching 

the topic before beginning actual 
production.

Despite the physical pain which 
Sr，Francine had to face as the 
disease progressed, she continued to 
ltalk with people and point herself out 
las an example of what not to do， 
related Chen. 

“Cancer is not a pretty thing. It is 
not a fairy tale; people do die， 
stressed Chen. Ididnot Want todoa 
sad story, but its areality. 

SUCCESSFUL 

Though Sr. Francine died before 
the tape Was complete， Chen 
commented that the nun's life was 
“still successful”because She lived 


forsix more years afterthe discovery 
of cancer. During those Six years， 
Chen commented,，“She Was Very 
active helping other people.” 

With the steady decline of Sr. 
Francine:s health，Chen Sought onut 
additional persons who “would 
consent to talk on tape about their 
fight against cancer， Ihough she 
thought she might have problems， 
she surprisingly found two others who 
Were“VeIy 0pen.” 

Mary Wong had lymphoma，or 
cancer of the glands. She is a 
housewife, mother, and has worked 
as aclerk forthe last 30 years. Chen 
felt that“a lot of Asian American 
women can identify withher.” Atthe 
time of the taping she was 537 years 
old. 

An oncologist， or cancerT 
specialist， Dr Edward .Chan， 
referred Wong to Chen for the 
project，Chan also has consulted 
with Chen on the technical aspects of 
the disease. 

NEW 

Susan Jang, a monitor for the San 
Francisco Foundation -and formerly 
the director of the Chinatown 
Youth Center， Tepresented what 
Chen called a “new generation 一 
always on the go.”Chen had met 
Jang through mnutual friends and 
liked her. Whenthe projectlooked like 
让 needed the experiences of other 
persons, she thought of Jang. 

“One of the objectives of the 
program,” explained the young 
producer，is to show the role of 
family support or (that of) friends， 
(in contrast to) other Support like 
clinical or medical Support. ， 

“A lot of patients rely on clinical 
Support 一 after all, they paid for it, 
But,”Chen emphasized,“they rely 


on their family for emotional support.

Thus,foreach ofthethree women， 
the producer interviewed at least 
one family member，or one PerSon 
who knew and supported them. For 
Sr，EFrancine，Chen talked with a 
Sister and 3a student.

In Wong's case, Chen interviewed 
adaughter. She explainedher choice 
of not talking with Wong's husband 
Or other Telatives. “A cancer 
Specialist told me that for women 
WwWith cancer, the most SupPort comes 
from a grown-up daughter.” She 
went on to Say that this Support 
comes regardless of the type of 
cancer involved. 

However，in Jang's Situation， 
Chen did interview the husband， 


j Peter Carniglia. “For breast cancerT， 
jI feel you need male support. The 


family is important, but here, you re 
dealing with the image of being 
female.” 

Though the tape, which comes in 
both English and Chinese, avoids the 
use of clinical terms, Chen admitted 
that she_ still had to use a few， 
especially in the section on early 
detection of cancer. 

“There is not an absolute cure for 
cancer， but detection is one of the 
best ways of arresting cancer before 
it reaches the fatal point,” Chen 
pointed onut.

program had asked if she knew what 
she was getting into，she had said 
No.”Nevertheless, She proceeded 
with the taping:

SAN FRANCISCO The 
Northeast Medical Services has 
recenty elected new officers to its 
board of directors The new officers 
are Helen Hui, an attorney with the 
law firm of Lee and Hui; Paul Louie， 
an investment analyst; Samuel Koo， 
a Senior Social worker; and Dr.

Each agrees thatthehealth facility 
is entering a crucial，transitional 
period,brought about by government 
funding cuts in health care. 

“If the present administration 
persists in its spending cuts for social 
programs 一 and there is every 
indication that it will 一 NEMS will 
be in the forefront of the changes,” 
Louie predicted. 

“Asagovermment-funded agency， 
we have an immediate problem of 
making due with less money,， he 
explained.“We'll have to try to get 
the most mileage out of the existing 
dollars， 

“For the long range,”mnoted the 
investment expert,“we'Te Seriously 
exploring the “possibility of 
converting NEMS into a health 
maintenance organization，perhaps 
Similar to 玫 aiser.” As a_ health 
maintenance organization,or HMO， 
NEMS would be a private 


organization， Supported by its 
members， rather than ”being 
dependent on the vagaries of 


government funding. 

“Of course, this couldn't happen 
overnight,” he added. “If it did 
occur it would be more of a gradual 
Weening process:” 

DEMAND 

Koo added that the same budget 
cuts Which are forcing NEMS to 
its _ future will also 


probably increase the demand for 
Patient SerVices. 

“Because of the federal and state 
budget cuts,therole ofNEMS in the 
community will become even more 
important,，” he asserted， “Many 
people won't be eligible for other 
forms of health care such as Medi- 
Cal and they will come to NEMS. 
NEMS will be playing an even more 
important role in helping people.” 

The exactnature ofthatrole is still 
very uncertain，Ssaid DT. Johnson， 
since much will depend on how 
deep future budget cuts are and what 
form they take. “Its hard to Say 
what's going to be happening,” she

“During his visit，the secretary 
eXxpects to discuss a broad range of 
issues. ,He will exchange views on 
the world situation with the Chinese 
leadership and reyview our respective 
approaches to global，political and 
economic problems，. 

“He will also review our 
approaches to major regional issues， 
including Afghanistan and 天 am- 
puchea, the Middle East and South 
Africa，JIn addition，he plans to 
discuss a wide variety of bilateral 
elements in our relationship， 
focusing primarily on oOUr economic， 
and Scientific and 
technological ties， which have 
expanded very rapidly in the four 
Short years Since normalization. 

“In the course of his discussions， 
the secretary will also explain ouUr 
approach to those areas where we 
disagree with the objective of 
dispelling misunderstanding，and 
narrowing differences.2” 

There are Several differences that 
each side would liketo see narrowed. 
The topic of Taiwan will 
undoubtedly arise，3S China has 
become very upset about continued 
arms Sales to Taiwan.

According to Henry Der， 
executive director of Chinese for 
Affirmative Action， letters praising 
the simulcast program are continuing 
to pour into CAA's office. 

BROAD 

“Wehavereceived more than 100 
letters by now,” he exclaimed. 
“They are from abroad cross Section 
of Chinese-speaking people in the 
Bay Area，Many represent entire 
families who listento the simujicast 
translation. Forthem,this ls the only 
Source of national and international 
newWS.” 

Simulcast has played an essSential 
role in providing information access 


to the Chinese-Speaking population. 


According to Registrar of Voters 
Jay Patterson counties in the 
Simulcast broadcast area had an 
exceptionally high voter participa- 
tion in the elections last year. 


The enthusiastic audience 
TeSponse is largely.due to the efforts 
of announcers Rod Auyang and 
Bosco Lee.  ` 工 make at least one 
appeal for Support eVery timeIam on 
the air,” revealed Auyang. 

“IT try to get people to realize 
that this (present resumption of the 
Simulcast program) is only a 
temporary thing,” he explained.“ 工 
will continue only if we get SuPport 
from the audience.” 

Auyang indicated that Der had 
contacted Bosco Lee and himself 
about setting Up Some fundraising 
plans. “II see Imysetf playing 3 
communicators role in thls， 

“TIguess people will not respond to 
appeals from institutions like CAA 
Or 玫 PIX as readily as tothosefrom a 
real person,” conjectured the 
announcer.“They have to visualize 
Someone，or hear Somebody talk to 
them.” 

The human touch is also the 
message that Der tries to get across， 
Read these letters,”he cried,，“and 
you can see the warm appreciation 
these people feel for the program. 

“Here is a letter from a whole 
family, and here is one from a father 
Who asked his daughter to write for 
him. [hope,”implored Der“ these 
messSages touch a soft Spot in 
SoOmebody'”s heart.” 

KPIX's simulcast program, which 
began in 1978，was cancelled last 
October. Among the reasons for its 
cancellation were 开 PIX'sunwilling- 
DeSS to continue “covering the 
program's costand an alleged lack of 
listeners. 

The program was reinstituted on 
January 1 for a period of three 
months，after which 天 PIX will no 
longer foot the bill, IThe extension 
gave CAA some breathing room to 
look for alteraative sources of 
funding. 

UNDERWRITE 

“We are approaching a lot of 
professional and civic groups right 
Der remarked. “We are 


whohave alonghistory ofworking in 
the community. We hope some of 


these _ groups will underwrite the 


program's expenses at least on 3 
temporary or emergency basis.” 
Even with the three-month 
extension, time ls running Short for 
CAA.Lisa Austin, program director 
of 玫 USF-FM which airs the 
Simulcast translation, indicated that 
She would like to know by the end 
of FEebruary whether the program

can be continued next quarter. 

The daily cost of running the 
program is now$33. Derpointed out 
that expenses have been reduced 
from $43 daily because a 工 V

“Weare also conferring with some 
foundations to see whether they are 
willing to_ underwrite some of the 
simulcast's expenses,， Der con- 
tinued.“However, ouUr program may 
not fall within their funding 
guidelines. But at least we can get 
Some ideas and strategies.” 

TIRICKY 

He indicated that receiving 
foundation funding can be tricky 
because some foundations feel that 
KPIX and CBS benefit from the 
simulcast program through an 
increased audience and therefore 
PIX should be responsible for part 
of the program's funding. 

KPIX, on the other hand, appears 
to have neither the legal obligation 
nor the willingness to continue 
underwriting the ， Programs exX- 
penses. 

“We are hopingthat someone will 
comeup with fundingforthenext few 
months， We are looking at 让 from 
quarter to quarter now,” Der 
admitted. 

CAA has not solicited donations 
from listeners of the Simulcast 
program or from private individuals. 
“We don't want to give people the 
false impression that 让 they 
contribute money, then the program 
can continue,”explained Der. 

One enthusiastic listener of 
actually . sent in .-a voluntary 
donation of $25 with a heart- 
warming letter Supporting “ the 
program.“ We don tknow whatto do 
with it yet, ”Der said,， But the act 
Was certainly appreciated. 力

Appointed in September to head 
one of the East Bay?s largest Social 
SerVice agencies for Asians，Szutu 
has landed in the middle of local

BROADER 

The former “public health 
administrator also_ finds himseIf 
contemplatingbroaderissues likethe 
representation of AsSians in 
America's political and cultural life. 

Szutu has become an advocate for 
the interests of Oakland's 
Chinatown， feeling that local 
government policies give that part of 
the city Short Shrift. 

The citys master plan includes 
Chinatown as part of the _ central 
district 一 “the money area, ”as 
Szutuputitin arecentinterview. “So 
Chinatown doesn't get its needs or 
concerns addressed， It's lost, ”he 
declared. 

Shrinking housing inventory and 
rising rents are forcing Chinatown 
resSidents to move and businesses to 
close, according to Szutu, and there 
is a fear in the community that 
“Chinatown as an entity will be 
gone.”He would like to see the

DISSIDENTS 

Taiwan”s Supporters will not be 
Pleased by the comments ofpolitical 
dissidents who speak on camera 
about their lack of freedoms. The 
documentary indicates that the 
standard of living and the economic 
accomplishments of 工 aiwan have far 


outpaced the progress on the 
mainland. 
However， there is also the
